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Armed Forces Snafu Regarding Dentists 


Te confusion regarding the dental manpower requirements of the De- 
partment of Defense continues. Lack of continuity on the part of the 
various branches of the Armed forces has befuddled the dental profession 
with the many ifs, ands, and buts that somehow refuse to add up to anything 
concrete. The recent symposium at the St. Louis Meeting of ranking service of- 
ficers failed to clarify the situation and the American Dental Association has 
registered its protest on the grounds that since the Armed Forces have had ten 
years of experience in manpower mobilization, it is not asking too much to have 
a workable pattern for dentist mobilization now. 


From the little available information regarding this serious condition, we have 
compiled the following table. It must be stressed that this is only an approxima- 
tion and is not to be construed as official.

The Army requirements are the most confused of all, depending on the 
extension of the draft, Public Law 779, beyond July, 1953. The ratio of dentists 
will continue to be two dentists to 1000 personnel. 


The Navy will be able to meet part of its figure through its own Priority II 
reserves and volunteers, but will have to draw about 1,500 dentists from other 
sources. 


The Air Force is trying to maintain an “even flow” of new dentists and wishes 
to reassure the older men that the younger Priority III’s will be called first. 


The Surgeon General of the Army, Maj. Gen. George E. Armstrong, said that 
all available Priority I and II dentists will be in service by the end of the year. 
He also said that “In 1953, dentists under 51 who have had no military service 
since 1940, will be liable to the draft.”

TEMPOROMANDIBULAR 
DISTURBANCES 


The author presents a case in which 
the patient suffered from severe clicking 
of the temporomandibular joints accom- 
panied by pain radiating to his left ear 
during and after mastication. The case 


was treated by repositioning the mandible 
including an extension of the interdental 
space. 

The occlusal surfaces maintain the cor- 
rect postural relations of the jaws and 
guide all movements of the mandible. The 
condyles do not guide the movements of 
the mandible. Since mandibular move- 
ment is controlled in the motor area of . 
the brain, the patient can voluntarily 
control the position of the mandible until 
the musculature adapts itself. 

In cases of trauma a correctly func- 
tioning dental apparatus can be estab- 
lished by proper adjustment of the inter- 
dental space and by balancing the oc- 
clusion. When this is done, better esthetic 
restorations can be made.—“CORREC-

ACRYLIC RESTORATIONS 


Methyl methacrylate resin, when 
understood, when handled properly and 
used discreetly, is an excellent restorative 
material. 

Methyl methacrylate is an ester, being 
the resultant product of a reaction be- 
tween an alcohol and methacrylic acid. 
It has an ability to flow in the form of 
the monomer of twice that of water. 

The methacrylates at 25° C. absorb 
0.45% of their weight of water in 24 
hours. However, tests or samples of sizes 
approximating operative restorations fail 
to show any measurable weight or dimen- 
sional gain. 

The non-pressure method of restoring 
a tooth is based on a principle of repeated 
replacement of the volumetric loss.

In placing the material, the polymer 
should be warmed and carried to place 
by a brush of which only the tip is wet 
with monomer. 

The polymer must be warmed and the 
building up of the restoration must take 
a minimum of 5 minutes for a small 
cavity to 8 minutes for a large cavity. A 
glossy sheen should be maintained and 
the restoration covered with tinfoil and 
allowed to set for 10 minutes. It is 
finished with burs under light pressure 
and high speed. 

The cavity must be dry and completely 
free of traces of eugenol. 

Acrylics abrade only 7% more than 
amalgam but are not indicated for pos- 
terior restorations due to the high thermal 
volume change of the material. 

In tests for marginal adaptation using 
an ingenious calorimetric evaluation of 
volumetric loss, acrylic restorations of a 
non-pressure technic were superior to 
silicate and on a par with amalgam.—

TOOTH PULP RESPONSE 
TO OPERATIVE PROCEDURES 


Eleven cavities in the teeth of dogs 
were prepared with a steel bur and ten 
with the airbrasive technique. Some of 
the cavities were deep and others shallow. 
Six of the cavities were left unfilled; the 
others were filled with either Ca (OH), 
and cement, cement alone, amalgam, or 
self-curing resins. One week after the 
treatment, the teeth were removed and 
sections prepared. The pulps showed evi- 
dence of injury only if the cavities were 
not filled, regardless of the depth or the 
means of preparation.—By D. A. Boyd 
and Grant Van Huysen, Journ. of Dental 
Research, Aug., 1952.
